Burning the ‘Mortgage’ 


P LAN! at the Social Credit admin- 
Utratkin to mark a seventh year

•MIrect debt”; and there is no doubt 
that this has been cubatantiated by 
the fiscal officers of the province, 
n will also be true, however, that at 
the same date aC. wlU have the 
largest “contingent debt” in its his¬ 
tory. Obligations outstanding in the 
name of the B.C. Power Commission. 
Toll and Bridges Authority, Pacific 
Oreat Eastern Railway, and aC. 
municipalities for capital school con- 
atructlon. wW at the same time ex¬ 
ceed half a billlori dollart. This con¬ 
tingent debt is also fully guaranteed 
by the treasury, which la to ay the 
taxpayers. 

At the last session the government 


said tt would retire the coat of the 
direct deM this year, and that the 
province's contingent debt would be 
less per capita on a relative baaia 
than it has ever been. At the same 
time there was $504,000,000 of 
guaranteed indirect defat fai sight, in¬ 
cluding new loan authority latified 
at the session; but probably exduaive 
of some school financhig whM orig- 
biated later. The recent call by the 
acbninistration on school boards to 
hold down their capital requirements 
for the balance of the year was put 
on the ground of high borrowing 
costs In the present money market, 
where Interest rates are at a height 
they have seldom reached before. 

WhDe the warning showed duo 
concern over the gro^h of the In- 
^rect defat, it also emphaidaed an¬ 
other fOalure of the situation. The 
direct debt that Is to be retired, or 
otherwise provided for, carried mod¬ 
erate average interest rates. The 
newer contingent debt has been in¬ 
curred for the most part on sharply 
rising money markets, with much 
higher carrying charges. In theory the 
treasury will not have to meet these 
costs. In fact, tome subsidtzation 
of crown borrowing agencies has al¬ 
ready started.

The Better Course 


P UTTING th# interests of the tax¬ 
payers uppermost, the dty coun¬ 
cil has abandoned Its poritlon in ths 
Itgsl battle over implementation of 
ths $1,000,000 mall and parking by¬ 
law approved by the ratepayers but 
Dtcember. 

While the decMon reached this 
week may appear as an acknowledi^ 
merit of demt. it Is nothing of the 
kind. Still confident of the merits of 
the aty's case, the council has de¬ 
cided to wHhdrsw from it because to 
have persiated m igh t have run the 
taxpayers into extra expense with¬ 
out f anythin ao far ai 

actual canatruction of the mall la con- 
camed. 

The outcoma of the litigation haa 
caaaed to have much Importance be- 
caua of tlw time eiement Involved. 
If tha CHy won the caw It wouldwtill 
have lost a year of construction time 
and be iw farther ahead with aiw- 
thiiw. U M loat. tha aoaition would be 
no Afferent from that now created 
by the decitioa not to contest the 


legal action further. The rourae of ac¬ 
tion then open to the council would 
be to resdbmit the bylaw to the rato- 
payert, which is Just what Is eontem- 
piated In ths resolution passed this 
week. There is, however, this differ¬ 
ence; that a lesubmission at ths 
December civic elections would cost 
the taxpayers virtually nothing extra, 
whereas putting the proptml to the 
vote early next year would involve 
the heavy expense of a special poll. 

On all counts, therefore, the coun¬ 
cil is to be commended on its sagacity 
and Its concern for the welfare of the 
public, on whom the coat of protrac¬ 
ted litigation might have devolved, 
depending on which way final judg¬ 
ment went. 

There is no consolation to the 
ratepayers or the city council, how¬ 
ever, in the fact that due to instiga¬ 
tion of legal action and the cd hi ie' 
quent delaying processes, the City's 
opportunity to borrow at a favor¬ 
able Interest rate had the project 
been able to proceed aa planned haa 
now vanished.

A PROMINENT dvil service offi¬ 
cial on Hie Ottawa scene has an¬ 
nounced his retirement to come next 
month, when he reaches the age of 
yean. He ia Mr. Wptson Sellar, 
the sudMer^eneral of federal ac¬ 
counts whose trenchant reports on 
governsnant qpendinc have long been 
a feature at Parliament HIU.
